THe Hoty LAND.—The Spectator says: “The Rev. W. J. Stracey draws in the 
Tines a terrible picture of the condition of Palestine. much of which is now treeless, 
and scarcely cultivated by its wretched population. There are uu roads,.except near 
Jerusalem and Jaffa. few domestic animals, and the villages are nothing but mud- 
huts. Nevertheless, ‘everything is taxed; every fruit-tree, so none are planted ; 
every cow or horse, c. ; every vegetable sold out of a private garden. Every eighth 
egg is not taxed, but taken by the Government. In some places the taxes of the 
district are sold to the highest bidder. The farmer is unable to sell a measure of his 
corn till all has been collected into a heap, and the tax collector has set his sum 
upon it. from which there is no appeal. Double taxes are expected this year, because, 
atter three years of scarceness, the harvest promises to be abundant.’ The Turks, in 
fact, have nearly done their work. When it is completed, the Holy Land will be a 
desert ‘without people. Mr, Stracey recommends the purchase of the country from 
the Sultan for four or six millions, but forgets to indicate the Power which. is to 
purchase it. Would it not be easier for Europe to declare Syria a principality, like 
Bulgaria, under the ‘ beneficent.suzerainty’ of Constantinople, but. self-governed? 

PALESTINE AND ITS COMMERCE.—The Globe says : The partiality of the French 
nation for a connection with the East, and especially with that part of Asia which 
borders on the Mediterranean, is a phenomenon of no new date. It has been notiee- 
able ever since the publication of the well-known air “ Partant pour la Syrie.”. The 
- correspondent of a Paris journal which justly possesses much influence, indites from 

the shores of Palestine a remarkable letter in which he urges upon his countrymen 
the duty of making play at the present moment in the lands of Biblical story. He 
represents the trade of the ancient Judea, estimated particularly by the exports from

AN ORTHODOX LIBERAL. 


AN EPISODE IN THE LIFE OF JACOB.

‘established themselves in Eagland, quit the fold of Jacob, and go over to the 
Church. He earnestly besought the Mahamad to introduce into. the public 
service certain modifications suitable to the changed circumstances of the times, 
and. he published an able pamphlet, advocating changes which fell far below 


those subsequently introduced into the West London Synagogue, but he utterly 
failed in his object. 


Abraham Mocatta inherited all the piety and religious warmth of his father, 
and with the liberal classical education he acquired, the study of Hebrew was 
pot neglected. He was theroughly conversant with the Old Testament in the 
original Efebrew, and was tolerably familiar with the works of Mannonides and 
Albo, as well as with the Hebrew poets of the Iberian peninsula. He was, 
guring his business career, the head of the eminent firm of Mocatta and 
Goldsmid, from which he retired nearly twenty years ago, and devoted nearly 
all his time to the reading of serious books. It cost him a great effort to 
separate himeclf from the old congregation of Bevis Marks, to: which his 
ancestors had been attached for more than a century and a half, but he had to 
choose between secession and, what he most conscientiously believed, the proba- 
bility of the falling off of his family from Judaism, tf some measures were not 
immediately taken to render the public worship more attractive to educated 
youth, and to disseminate religious instruction by means of sermons delivered 
weekly in the synagogue. 

He was, after Sir Francis Goldsmid, the most active and earnest man in 
promoting the establishment of the Reformed Synagogue, and no one acted 
with more consistency than he did in keeping up to the standard of the principles 
and practices set forth in the sermon preached by Professor Marks on the inau- 
guration of the synagogne in Burton Street in 1842.

establishment of Building Societies, the earliest of which dates only from the year 
9874. The Committees of these consist by rule of one Turkish, one Austrian, one 
a Prussia, one Russian, and one English subject, and are, of course, in every 
~ gespect, and exclusively, Jewish, as are all the members. Their plan is that of 
gmall towns, or colonies, outside the Jaffa gate, on ground which is rapidly 


rising in value, and most healthily situate, the farthest being but twenty 


‘minutes’ walk from the city. All are built of white stone, which is found, by | 
_ digging, in the very ground purchased for the sites of these houses, a system 
universal throughout Jerusalem, The Committees of Management are re-elected | 
every two years. The residences usually consist of two rooms and a cellar, the | 
; sanitary arrangements being well away from the houses. Open spaces are left, 
trees planted, cisterns constructed, and synagogues erected, which are the com- 


mon property of each society. Any person can be ejected from tho houses, 
on a vote of one more than the half of the whole members of the society 
(e.g.,51 votes out of 100), that he is a quarrelsome and objectionable individual, 


and his money is, then, repaid to him. The appropriation of residences takes | 


place, annually, by Jot. The houses cost, with the freehold ground, £80 to £90 


each, and are paid for by annual instalments of four to six Turkish’ pounds, 


The honses should become the property of the residents in ten years. The - 
cisterns are paid for by common contributions. The Society ‘ Mao Shearim”’ 
(Hundred Gates), established in 1874, contains one hurdred and forty residences 


(all taken up), of which seventy-four are finished, and sixty-six in course of | 


construction, It posserses a synagogue, a MMikveh,a bakery, and two large 
cisterns. Gardens are being planted. One house is appropriated for a “Talmud 
Torah” and two as residences for pilgrims, with permission to reside there for 
thirty days, free of charge. The annual payments have had to be reduced in 
the case of sixty shareholders, who are toc poor, at present, to pay in full. The 
Society “ Mishkenoth Yisrael” (The Dwellings of Israel”) established in 1875,. 
numbers also one hundred and forty members, twenty-eight of whose houses 
are completely finished. It has also a Synagogue, two large cisterns, a Mikveh, 
and a bakery. The Society ‘“ Ayven Yisrael’ (Corner-stone of Israe!), also 
founded in 1875, numbers thirty-four members, all of whose bouses are complete. 
It possesses two large and one smal! cisterns, and a bakery, but has no syna- 
gogne, as they join that of the “ Mishkenoth Yisrael,” which is in the vicinity. 
The Society ‘ Beth Yako (House of Jacob), likewise established in 1875, 
has been abandoned, after twenty houses had been built. The Jocal selected is 
too far from the city, and the management was bad. The funds have been re- 
divided amongst the members. The same objection applies to the Society 
‘Eyer Amoono”’ (Faithful City), of the same date. Twenty-two houses have 
been built, but itis in an impecunions condition and possesses no cistern, which 
cancos groat eufforing, Application hoo made to London te fuenioh the 
members with the sum of £150, necessary for its construction. This last Society 
belongs to the “ Hassidim’”” sect. 
The rules of all these Societies show excellent and sound business-like 
sense, I have personally inspected all these buildings, and was greatly gratified 
by all that I saw. It would be well if the enterprise and independent intelli- 
gence which has been manifested in these undertakings, were more largely 
evinced in Jerusalem. The Secretary of these Societies is one of the brothers 
Rivlin, and he conducts their affairs exceedingly well. | 
The Turkish Government, as before stated, claims no land or house-tax 
within the walle of Jerusalem ; it being considered Holy Ground. The Building 
Societies are in hourly fear that the buildings outside the Gate may be taxed. 
It is to be hoped that the new suburbs may continue, governmentally, tu be 
considered to form part of the city. | |

Such grandiloquent: phrases take away the reader's breath, and almost forbid,

It was on the ruins of these systems that Christianity was ‘erected. 


Christianity reconciled in itself all these conceptions. It accepted the God of 
- Judaism, but changed His majesty into fatherhood. It accepted Polytheism, — 
_ buat changed its earthly torm into heavenly images. It suffered the Divine 


Spirit to be incarnate, but the humanity which it thus created is the humanity 
which bas crucified itself. It accepted the God of Pantheism, in acknowledging. 


a Spirit in whom all live and move and have their being ; but it rejected the 


errors of this system in that it regarded the Christian Spirit not as a wor'dly 
roduct, but as procceding from the Father and the Son. The doctrine of the 
nearnation gathers all the religions of the world into one fold. The triune 
conception of God embu dies all previous conceptions of the Deity. There is an 
intimate connection between the Incarnation and Sacrifice, for the former is 
already death. It is a sacrifice in itself. Christianity is the only system which 
connects human suffering with Divine greatness. 

Against all this we would ask : Does it in any way succeed in reconciling 
Christianity with the Old Testament conceptions of God, which are: (1) a Spirit 
which at Sinai did not take on any material form ; (2) an indivisible Unity ; 
(3) a God of holiness and purity ? Either the one Scripture is true or the other. 
All the philosopbising about law and love, incarration in its relaticn to sacrifice and 
the divine grandeur of buman suffering cannot harmonize the two Scriptures. The 
doctrines they individually teach concerning the nature of the Deity are as far 
removed from each other as the pol's. And again, do these observations of Dr. 
Matheson clear Christianity from the terrible indictment which must be brought 
against it of being founded on an awful crime. Surely a religion which rests on a 
violation of the Sixth Commandment, in defence of which the most that can be

Now to be man “ potentially ’’ and to become man abso- 
lutély are two different things ; aud to possess (le -’ soul’ of a creation is not tu 
possess the “ body.” “soul” is spirit, and God is a spirit. Again: “The 
Incarnation is also the answer to the problem of problems—whether in the 
nature of things a revelation from God to man is possible, A supernatural 
revelation is a contradiction in terms.” Moses tells us, however, that a reve- 
lation did take place at Sivai, and warns us specially that it was not accom- 
panied by any visible manifestation of the Deity, but was supernatural, so that 
“the problem of problems ” is already solved even for: Christians, if they 
accept, as they profess to, the Old Testament. ‘Supernatural revelation” may 
be a contradiction in terms, but that isthe fault of language and nut of doc- 


trine. The remark that “ God cannot reveal Himself except through humanity, | 


and unless He has the elements of humanity”’ is, therefore, only a petitio suppo- 


siti, Judaism (i.e, Supernaturalisin) and Polytheism, he continues, both ex- 
clude the idea of a revelation, because revelation is a drawing back of the veil. 


The Jew worsbips the veil, the Polytheist has no veil to draw back, and Reve- 


lation takes a middle course between both. By this we suppose is meant that 


God's spirit is only the veil of His matetiality, so that in the Christian view 


God is even less than man, of whom it may be predicated that his body is but | 
the veil of his spiritual essence.

in the year 1848, at Pesth, bad carefully tended a wounded Prince of Nassau, 
without having the least knowledge of hisstation. On his death the Prince ordered 
his heirs to take under their care the family of the woman to whom he owed his 
life. This wish was scrupulously executed by Duke Adolf of Nassau in the case of 
.the girl whose marriage is here alluded to, for he not only gave her an excellent 
education, but caused her to be introduced into influential circles where she became 
acquainted with the two ministers who witnessed her nuptials.—During the debate 
on the Budget in the Lower House of the Austrian Parliament, a deputy called 
attention to the fact that in several parts of the Empire Christian parents send 
their children to Jewish schools in order that they may learn the Getman language, 
Kven in Vienna where there is no lack of private Christian s:hoo!s, a large 
number of Christian children belonging both to the Protestant and Catholic denomi- 
tions, attend private Jewish schools. 


JEWS IN THE UNITED STATES CoNGRESS.—The Washington correspondent ofa 
New York journal recently gave the following particulars of the Jewish members 
of Congress : No better illustration of the meaning of the clause of the conatitu- 
tion which guarantees to every citizen of the United States the right to worship as 
he pleases is afforded than in Congress. There are representatives of all Protestant 
denominations, the Roman Catholic Church, and various free-thinking sects among 
the members and senators. Tne delegate from Utah is a leading Mormon, the 
husband of four wives. Quakers and Shakers have also their representatives on the 


floor of the House. There are three Jewsin the Forty-sixth Congress, one Senator, 


Benjamin F. Jonas of Louisiana.-and two Representatives. Elward E Einstein of 
New York, and Leopold Morse of Massachusetts. While many gentlemen of the 
Jewish faith have been members of the House, it is a rare thing to meet them in 
the Senate. I only remember two Jewish Senators besides Mr. Jonas, ove was David 
L. Yulle of Florida, whv was a Membe: of the UWuuse and Senate for fifteen years 


preceding the war. The other was Judah P. Benjamin who sat in the Senate for 


Louisiana from 1853 to 1861. He became one of the leaders of the confederacy at 


- the outbreak of the war, and when the cause was lost removed to London, He is 


now one of the most successful barristers of London. Yulle, Benjamin and Jonas 
are Democrats. Mr. Jonas was born at Williamston, Grant County, Kentucky, July 
19, 1834. He removed with his father to Quincy, I/l., where he received his educa- 


tion. In 1853 he moved to New Orleans, studied Law, and graduated from the Law 


Department of the University of Louisiana. At the beginning of the war 
he enlisted as a private in Hood's Corps of the Army of Tennessee, and 
fought gallantly until Lee surrendered, leaving the service with the rank 
of Adjutant of the Artillery of the corps. In 1865 he was elected a member of the 
Louisiana Legislature and served until the State was constructed. In 188 Mr, Jonas 
was Chairman of the Louisiana delegation of the National Democratic Convention. 
Four years later he was nominated Lieutenant-Governor of the State by the Demo-_ 
crats, but withdrew upon the formation of the fusion ticket. In the same year he 
was elected State Senator, but adhered to the McEnery Government, and refused to 
take a seat in the Kellogg Legislature. From 1874 to 1876 he was City Attorney of 
New Orleans. In the latter year he was again elected a member of the Legislature 
of his State and served as Chairman of the Judiciary Committee of the House, Mr. 
Jonas is now a member of the Democratic National Committee from Louisiana. The 


Senator's father was a staunch Union man. He was appointed Postmaster at 


Quincy, Ill, by Lincoln, an office which he had’ held during the adminis- 


trations, of Taylor and Fillmore. Senator Jones is one of the most genial 


men in Congress. He is of medium height, slim build, has dark hair and mous .
